I would suggest that when the contem plated alterations are 
copsidered more attention should be paid, than at present, to attracting foreigners to 
the Club. It isa subject of eerious concern to those acquainted with the enormous 
number of foreigners in our midst that they do not freely mix with their English 
coreligionists, 

The fault docs not rest entirely with our foreign brethren, They 
would, I am confident, gladly seek close communion with their English coreligion- 
ists, but—well, to speak plainly—the English Jew does not like the poor Pelai 
If one ventures to the Club he is treated not quite in a brotherly manner. 
To be jcered at by a Goy is not agreeable to his feelings even in England, 
but he has been accustomed to the practice in his painfal pilgrimage 
through life, and patiently takes it as a matter of course, He expects 
at least decent treatment from his fellow Jew in England. But at the Club 
the members dearly love their joke, and the poor /vlak, with his strange 
ways, strange language, and strange dress, is but too ready a butt for the 
unthinking witty ones, What wonder, then, that the foreign Jews establish little

Instead of stinking 
his capital in uncertain businesses or in unprofitable industrial undertakings, he 
lends it out, and is certain of excellent returns, The merchant or industrialist, 
has but little or no capital, and who has to pay a high percentage for credit, is 
obliged to raise the prices of his weres, Moreover, in spite of the cheapness of 
labour, products of primary necessity such as provisions and clothing, to say nothing 
of articles of comfort and luxury, are dear everywhere, but more so in the provinces 
than in the capital, 

The dearness of credit falls heaviest o1 the artisan, when, as ‘is youerally

The Russian Government has of late dealt so harshly with Jewish scholar& 
at the public schools that it is refreshing to hear of two instances in which tp:cial 
corsideration was shown by the heads of such establishments to pupils professing 
the Jewish faith. At Riga the School Committee on two ocvasions transferred exami- 
tiona which should have been held on Saturdays to weekdays for the exclusive 
benefit of a single Jewish pupil. At Wilna special faci.ities are given to three 
Jewish young ladies attending the gymnasium, whereby they are relieved from the 
necessity of dlesecrating the Sabbath and fe-tivals, 

An attack upon the Jews was made lately in the small town of Targovitz1 
(district of Uman) during the holding of the fortnightly market. A number of 
stalls kept by Jews, together with th: ir contents, were destroyed by the mob. Order 
was restored through the intervention of the priest who made his appearance on the 
spot in his ecclesiastical robes and exhorted the people to desist from attacking the 
Jews. The disturbances had thei: rive in the arbitrary proceedings of a local 
official. who commeneed to drive the Jewish traders from the market. The prarants 
eame to the rescue of the Jews and so maltreated the functionary that he fled for his 
life. All would have been well had not some drunken fellows availed themselves 
of the e-nfusion to attack the Jews, who were then assailed by their defenders of 
a short time before.

industrial undertaking yields so much profit as usury, pureand simple. A mau with 
a capital of 10,000 roubles, which he lends out on usury, can lead in this ¢ untry 
a tolerably comfortable existence, free altogether from care. Instead- of stinking 
his capital in uncertain businesses or in unprofitable indaetrisl undertakings,. he 
lends it out, and is certain of excellent retarns, The merchant or industrialist, who 
has but little or no capital, and who has to pay a high percentage for credit, is 
obliged to raise the prices of his weres, Moreover, in spite of the cheapness of 
labour, products of primary necessity such as provisions and clothing, to say nothing 
of articles of comfort and luxury, are dcar everywhere, but more so in the provinces 
than in the capital, 

The dearness of crcdit falls heaviest 01 the artisan, when, as is geuerally 
the case, he has no st wk, or, a& happens bat too often, when he is constrained 
through urgept want to sell er pawn his tools, and to redeem them or purchase 
others when he obtains work. On the one hand he has to work so cheaply that he 
‘an scarcely live on his earnings, and on the other hand he has to share his earnings 
with the usurer. 

Another consequence of the tightness of credit is the paucity of factories in the 
area of settlement, although’the geographical and topographical couditions of the 
majority of provinces in this region easily lend themselves to large industrial un- 
dertakings, Such factorics would materially help in improving the welfare of the

this is beyonl the power of the Jews, and the Government, on its part, does not 
eeem dispose 1 toimprove the situation. The re-opening of Industrial and Commer- 
cial Loan Banks would do much to reduce the rate of credit, but owing tothe little 
encouragement which for one reason or the other the Government gives do the pro- 
motion of Credit or Commercial Banks in the interior of the Empire, whilst it gives 
all its support to Agrarian Banks and other Crelit Institutions for the benefit of the 
peasantry, little can be hoped for, 

There yet remains another solution, viz, to raise the price? of labour. This 
would only be possible if the economical and intel'ectual situation of the entire 
population were changed for the better, and if the glut in the latour market were 
diminished through an extension of the rights of residence of the Jews, The means 
for bringing abont this solution do not, however, rest with the Jews, but with the 
Government, Yetso long as the Government pays little consideration to the edu- 
cation of the people, or tothe interests of commerce and indastry, there is slight 
intellectual and ¢cconomical condition of the 
pe ple. Of an extension in the rights of resideace of the Jews, the Governmert

the State are doing their utmost to restrict these rights and to increase the excep- 
tional laws which are the bane and the destruction of the Jewish population, Thus 
our condition is becoming worse day by day, andour unbounded misery is increasing 
to alarming proportions. Things have gone far that deaths from starvation are 
becoming but too namerous in many parts of the Jewish area of settlement, Under 
such circumstances no other recourse is open to us but emigration, be it where it 
may. Even its uncertainties are prefirable to the certaiati-s that stare us im the 


face at home,

The Russian Government haa of late dealt. ao harshly with Jewish schola:® 
at the public schools that it is refreshing to hear of two iurtances in which special 
corsideration was shown by the heads of sach establishments to pupils professing 
the Jewish faith. At Riga the School Committee on two occasions transferred exami- 
tiona which should have been held on Saturdays to weekdays for the exclusive 
benefit of a single Jewish pupil. At Wilna special faci-ities are given to three 
Jewish young ladies attending the gymnasium, whereby they are relieved from the 
necessity of desecrat ing the Sabbath and fe«tivals, 

An attack upon the Jews was made lately in the small town of Targovitz. 
(district of Uman) during the holding of the fortnightly market. A number of 
stalls kept by Jews, together with thvir contents, were destroyed by the mob, Order 
was restored through the intervention of the priest W ho made his appearance on the 
spot in his ecclesiastical robes and exhorted the people to desist from attacking the 
Jews. The disturbances had thei: rive in the arbitrary proceedings of a local 
official, who commenced to drive the Jewish traders from the market. The prarants 
came to the rescue of the Jews and 80 inaltreated the functionary that he fled for his 
life. All would have been well had not some dranken fellows availed themselves 
of the e -nfusion to attack the Jews, who were then assailed by their defenders of 
a short time before, 


Jewrsn Buriat Grouxps rs Loxpon. —The London Gazette of the 6th pub- 
lished an order given by the Queen in Council at Osborne,on the Srd. inst., dir cting 
the discontinuance of burials with certain modifications, in some London 
parishes. Among these parishes is the following ‘‘South Hackney. Jews’ Burial 
Ground, Lauriston Road, Forthwith and entirely in the Jewirh Burial Ground, 
Lauriston Road, South Hackney, exceyt as follows: In such reserved grave spaces 
in the buries] ground (as have never before been buried in and which when opened 
are free from water) burials may be allowed of s0 many members of the families to 
whom they have been allotted as can te buried ator below the depth of five feet.”

many of us feel it and sympathize with it, but the demonstration of the fact 
is still a thing of the future. 

It is quite time that we proved ourselves, in this matter, abreast of the 
age. Religtous legislation is not a thing that ean safely be incubated in 
private by an individual or even by an. ol garchy, or promulgated from the 
cham tT of a conclave, The oracle-idea has had its day and ceased to be, 
Religion, to be worth anything at all, must respond to the wants of this 
nineteenth-century life, and to do this it must place itself in touch with the 
realities of this nineteenth century. The Talmudic notion that the Deca- 
logue was given in the free anl open wilderness to signify that it was 
designed for all men and not for a few, contains a moral for all time. 
Theoretical religion may please priests and theologians, but it is only prac- 
tical religion which ean live, and fulfil its purpose, And practical it cannot 
be unless it is popular, unless it is informed by the breath of the people's 
spiritual life. . Lf the masses are to be made religious, their own hearts must 
speak, and their spiritual yearnings find legitimate satisfaction. 


A new system of religious government is needed. Instead of the old 
order, of which real may fairly le aaidl to have heen the motto, 
we want a réy/ne in which popular religious views shall be represented, and 
in Which the academie theories of a-mere bureaucracy shall be tempered by 
the living aspirations of the congregation. Periodical assemblages of clerics 
Hitherto but little attention 
has been paid by the Eeclesiastical authority to the tendencies and require- 
ments of the times, 


and laymen would go far to supply this want. 


The theory at hea lyuarters has been that the current 
ideas about Judaism are exactly what they were a hundred or two hundred 
years ago, and that no chanye is necessary in religious regulations which have 
answered their purpose so well in the past. The facts, however, are quite 
otherwise. While the Ecclesiastical policy has remained unaltered, a vast 
revolution has silently taken placein Jewish thoucht and life, Elements which 
were once revered as almost the very essentials of Judaism are now declared, 
as the result of successive small movements along the path of progress, to be 
superiluous and obsolete, Theoretically the religions life of the English Jew 
has not changed during the last few decades, but in reality it has undergone 
a remarkable 


transformation which is only. less. striking because 


it las been so gradual, Yet little or nothing has been done to bring 
ecclesiastical ordinance into harmony with these altered conditions, 
Between modern Judaismas it isand whatour religious regulations represent 
it ‘to be there is a great gulf fixed which no effort of authority has tried to 
bridys, If anything has been done in this cireetion the impulse has come 
from without, instead of from within, How long, for example, would the 
Liturgy have remained unrevised, had not the very proportions of the seandal 
caused by the retention in the Service of utterly unmeaning and evert irrev- 
erent passages forced a body of laymen. to take action with a view to 
reforming the Prayer Book. © But was it right that our ecclesiastical guides 
should have waited for the pressure thus put upon them before remedying a 
state of things which was clearly detrimental to the interests of the 
religion which it is their special duty to preserve Men were 
crowing more and more indifferent to the Synagogue year by yeat 
by reason of the glaring of the Liturgy. The most 
solemn occasions were robbed of nach of their inipressivenéss because 
the Service which should have been peculiarly edifying and inspiring 
was fast becoming atravesty and a farce. Yet the Ecclesiastical slumbers

The evidence of the Christian Fathers is much to the same effect as that of the 
Kabbins, with this difference that they know nothing of Onkelos, It is always 
Aquila the Proselyte to whom they refer. Epiphanius (De Pond , Sees, xii, X1V, XXV¥) 
makes Aquila, a Jewish prose lyte, a connection by marriage of Hadrian, Irenaeus 
(Ad Haer. iii, 24) states that he was a pupil of Akiba and undertook a translation of 
the Scriptures at his teacher's request. Further, that he was a native of Pontus, 4 
builder and a mathematician, and entrusted by Hadrian with the task of rebuilding 
Jerusalem, after its destruction by the Emperor, as the heathen Aelia Capitolina ; 
that he became a Christian ; and being excommunicated by the Church, embraced 
Judaism. Similerly Easebius (Demon. Evangel, vii, 1) and Hieronymus (Ep, ad 
Pammach Opp. iv, 2. 225) speak of Aquila asa Jewish proselyte and a relative ofa 
Roman emperor. Hieronymus further states (Commentary on Isaiah, viii, 14) that 
he was a pupilof Akiba, His Greek version of the Old Testament is spoken of by 
Eusebius, Augustin and other fathers as being in high authority among the Jews, 

Lastly, there are three references iu the New Testament (Acts xviii, 2; Epistle 
Romans, xvi. 3: and II, Timothy iv. 1%) toa Jew named Aquila, a native of Pontus, 
and a friend of the Apostle Paul. , 

The cumulative evidence furnished by all these citations is so strong as to 
amount to a positive proof of the identity of the two names. But this being so, 
it follows that some of the statements which relate to this proselyte are anochro- 
vistic, for it is clearly impossible that one and the same person should be a pupil-of 
Hillel and Shammai aud likewise of Joshua and Eliezer, of Gamaliel I. and Gama- 
liel ID, a friend of the Apostle Panl and an ass’ciate of the martyr Akiba, The 
famous author of the Meor Enayim, Azaria de Rossi (Imré- Binah, ch. 45— 
TR SL") could see ne other way out of these contradictions than 
by assuming that there were two Aquilas and two Onkeloses—in all four persons 
But so uncritical a view needs. no more than a passing mention, and we muat set 
about some other solution of the difficulty. 

Virst, we may remark that the Zohar being (according to common opinion) a 
work of comparatively late date, is of no authority in this connection, Its statement 
that the proselyte was a pupil of Hillel and Shammai may therefore be dismissed as 
unauthentic. 

Secondly, the two Gamaliels being often confused in the Talmad, Graetz (G, d, 
J, iv., pote 13)—to whom again we are indebted for having suggested a way out of 
these difficulties—proposes to eubstitute Gamaliel IL, for Gamaliel I. in those pas- 
saves Which bring the proselyte in connection with this earlier teacher.

Itis not impossible that Onkelos may have been brought into conne:- 
tion with Gamaliel II., Eliezer, Joshua, and also Akiba, although he could not well 
have been a pupil of all four teachers, 

It has, however, been “objected to Graetz’s emendation that Onkelos could 
not have burnt spices at the obsequies of Gamaliel LL, inasmuch as this rabbin 
(according to Ketub, 8b, and Moed Katan, 27b) left an injunction that his funeral 
should be of the plainest description. But if we once admit, what few scholars will 
deny, that the names of Gamaliel l.and Gamaliel If. are often confounded in the 
Tabnud, there is no difficulty in supposing with Frankel (Monatschr, i, 152) that 
this desire for simple rites was expressed by Gamaliell. and not Gamaliel II, Herg- 
feld d, J, iii. 62) regards Graetz’s solution as annecessary, He thinks that inde- 
pondently of the well-known Akyles, there may have been an earlier and less known 
proselyte, named Onkelos, who, as the Talmud relates, burnt perfumes at the grave 
of Gamaliel the Elder, and that the very mention of this incident may have con.

The references inthe New Te-tament which seems to be tothe same Aquila 
Gractz explains as apocryphal d.J.iv. 438-9), Before becoming a proselyte to 
Judaism, he is said to have embraced Christianity, and it is in this circumstance, 
Gractz thinks, that the description of him in the New Testament may have taken 
its rise, 

If these views be correct, we can have no hesitation ia fixing the date of 
Onkelos somewhere in the first quarter of the second century A.c., about which 
time his Greek version of the Scriptures was compiled under the dircetion of Joshua, 
Eliezer and Akiba,
